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A paragraph was circulated by the daily papers on the 22nd that rumours 
‘were current of a defeat of the allied forces in China, and the source is sup- 
posed to be from Russia. Te Times says that the rumour would not re- 
ceive any credence whatever, but that the intelligence of the Peiho disaster 
came by Russia two weeks in advance of our usual Overland intelligence, 
Our readers will be aware that this is simply an error, it was the conclusion 
of peace at Tien-tain in 1858 which was announced, not the Peiho disaster.

The mail leaves here to-morrow morning, I understand. 

Lord Elgin has expressed very energetic resolutions; and 

the delays which have been hitherto occasioned by the uncer- 

tain moods of our commander-in-chief—* to one thing constant 
never ”-~-will now cease. It is indeed time that something was 
done, for the expenses which are daily accruing will sum up to 

a total which will astonish John Bull when lumped under the 

head of the “ Chinese Expedition.”| 

Bf In two days—the French being at last ready—we all “leave 

here for the Peiho, and the gun-boats which have been sta- 

tioned near there report that the forts at the entrance, which 
have been described as very formidable, are now apparently 
abandoned, Tho enemy preferring to concentrate his strength 
at Tientsin. The land is level, and we are told offers no great 
obstacles to marching a force, which we are given to understand 
will be done ; one division landing somewhere in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Taku forts, destroying them en passant, and 
combining with a second, which will leave Shanghai and take 

the Grand Caval as their route, Such are the reports, and L 

believe trustworthy ; but it must always be borne in mind that 

Operations are to eommence en the 3ist of 
Tuly, and it is said that General Michell leads the first landing- 
party, viz, Lhe lst, 2ud, dst, and 60th regiments. r 
Admiral Hope may be 8 very bold man, but we require

ether points of importamey se, the ‘churacter of either Admiral 
or General, the leader of a body of men should be able to 
inspire confidence, and a certainty of success amongst bis 
followers, Admiral Hope is remarkable for deficiency in this. 
This delicate subject is handled pretty freely by officers and 
men, the former in confidential discussions amongst themselves, 
the other by open and pretty generally expressed contempt 
for their Admiral’s mental powers. With no hereditary title to 
honour beyond some few generations of Amsterdam burghers, 
he imitates tho “grand scigneur,” and rides roughshod over 
_ the opinions of as good, if not better officers. This would 
de called strength of mind, were it not patent to everybody 
that vacillation is the mainspring of all the movements of or 
orders given to the flect. It is well known now that, had he 
listened to the opinions of officers whose position and expe- 
rience entitled them to a voice in the consideration of a cam- 
paign, we should not have to regret the dishonour of the 
British flag retreating before the Tartars. It will need @ more 
than ordinary combination of well-planned strategy and success 
to restore amongst the army or navy any feeling of confidence 
ia that Admiral who commanded in person’ the attack upon 
and repulse from the Peiho forts.

To-morrow morning the fleet sails from this for the Peiho, 
and will proceed in three divisions, consisting of the ships, 
conveying the first, second, and cavalry divisions of the ex- 
peditionary force, numbering in’all about two hundred vessels ; 
“men-of-war included. ; 

When I last wrote, the intention was that} the French force 
should land to the south of the Taku forts, while the British 
force landed at Petang, and after marching across the country, 
attack the northern forts in the rear. This plan, however, has 
been altered at a Council of War, held at Cheefoo on the 19th 
inst.,’at which Sir Hope Grant and Admiral Hope was present, 
and it has been determined, that the two flects leave their 
respective anchorages on the morning of the 26th July, and 
meet in the neighbourhood of the Peiho—about Petang it is 
believed—and make a combined attack in place of the plan 
originally proposed, the details of which were given in my last 
communication, 

The chief events since the departure of last mail, have been 
the (death by drowning of Captain Gordon, (uot Major 
Lumsden, as reported), of the Madras Engineers, caused by the 
upsetting of a boat in crossing from one side of the harbour 
to the other—the death from dysentery of Dr. Macauley, the 
surgeon of Probyn’s Horse, and the hanging at the yard-arm 
of HM’s gun-boat Leven, of a marine, for the attempted 
murder of Lieutenan Hudson, R.N., and the second-master of 
the Leven, The ruffian took deliberate aim at both with a 
revolver, dangerously wounding Mr. Hudson in the neck, and 
shooting the second-master through the car; both officers are 
in course of recovery. The marine was a man of very bad 
character, and the immediate eauso of the attempted murder 
was his being sentenced to some slight punishment for stealing 
spirits. 

The 1st division, under the command of Major-General Sir 
John Michel, K.C.B, embarked yesterday in the following vessels. 
Ist Royals in the Macduff, the 2nd Queen’s in the Bosphores 
and the Burlington, the 31st in the Australian, the Hoegomont, 
and the urs, and the 60th Rifles in the Alfred and the Jndo- 
mitable. General Michel and staff embarked in the Alfred. 

The 2nd division, commanded by Major-General Sir Robert 
Napier, K.C.B,, also embarked yesterday, The 3rd Buffs in the 
Earl of Clare and the Ailes Burton, the 44th in the York and 
the dihleas, the 67th in the Tusmania and the Crescy, aud the

Trough the climate is apparently very healthy, a considerable 
amount of sickness has prevailed amongst the troops encamped 
an shore; and about five-and-twenty desths have occurred 
during the past month, chiefly fom fever and dysentery. The 
Chinese coalie corps alsa have suffered a good deal from sick- 
nesa, end it is stated that nearly 200 ef them will have to bo 
left behind at the invalid depot in Odin Bay ; which will make 
the actual amount of sick left at Talien-whan about 400. 

Sir Robert Napier and staff embarked yesterday in the Im- 
peratrice, steam-transport ; 300 men of the 44th Regiment 
embarked also in the Jmperatrice yesterday, under the command 
of Major Hackct, with Major Preston, Captain Gregory, Lieute- 
nants Rogers, Hodson, Rennie, and AssistSurgeon McDowel. 

Each division of the army proceeds to the Peiho, accompanied 
by its hospital ship, The Mauritius with the Ist division, the 
Sir William Peel with the 2nd division, and the Lancashire 
Witch with the cavalry division. The America has been taken 
up, and is now in course of fitting as a stationary hospital ship 
in Odin Bay ; and Surgeon Smith, ,of the 21st Madras Native 
Infantry, accompanies the forces to take medical charge of an 
hospital ship for the sick and wounded of the native troops. 

Tho whole of the artillery were embarked on the 23rd inst, 
and the cavalry, consisting of 300 men of the King’s Dragoon 
Guards (with about 400 followers), and two regiments of Seitkh 
Horse, embarked yesterday. The cavalry transports alone num- 
ber between 20 and 36 (requires eight vesscls to convey it to 
the Peiho), and a very large number of ships are occupied by 
the artillery. 

A sick depot is to be formed‘in Odin Bay (a creek in Talien- 
whan Harbour), and the 99th Regiment, the 19th Punjaubees” 
and one battery of artillery, are to be left there, partly as a pro 
tective force, and partly as @ reserve. Staff-surgeon Galbraitt 
and three Staff Assistant-surgeons will remain in medical charge 
of the European sick, numbering over 200, that will be left 
behind the expeditionary force, 

(FROM_ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 
Causan, July 20. 

Tam sorry to inform you that our gallant Allies are acting in 
a manner calculated to injure our prestige most scriously, Of 
course when the war is over we shall be the sole sufferers, for 
the French have no vested interests in China as we have, and 
in peaccable times they are not known or felt. They have . 
committed several acts of cruelty, and altogether conducted 
themselves more like a half-civilised race. One officer rode so 
furiously through the town that he was thrown and killed. 

The natives, however, continue their supplies, and treat us 
very well. The steamer Poweryul has left for the Peiho with 
supplies, and the Zouave will follow in a day or two. 


PROGRESS OF THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 
(FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The following letter should have reached us by the last mail, 
but as it contains many items not already noticed by other 
correspondents, we print it :— ee 


“ Ts-LIEN-WHAN Bay, 13th July, 1860. 


§, “ My last communication to you wes from. Hong Kong, dated 
23rd June, in which I mentioned the arrival there on the 21st 
June of Lord Elgin and Baron Gros. The plenipotentaries re- 
mained but a short time at Hong Kong, Lord Elgin embarking 
in the Feraze, for Shanghai, two hours after the mail left for 
England on the 23rd ultimo. Baron Gros left for Shanghai 
twelve hours after Lord Elgin, in the French stcamer Suigon. 
“On the 24th June H.LM. steam transport Weser arrived at 
Hong Kong from Toulon, bringing qut in compartments three 
steam gun-boats, with their crews, guns, and machinery com- 
plete, and under the able management of her commandez-, 
Captain Clerat-Langavant (Capitaine de Fregate), she made the 
passage to Hong Kong from Toulon in sixty-three days’ actual 
steaming, including detensions, coaling, &c., amounting to thirty- 
three days at St. Vincent, Ascension, Cape of Good Hope, Mau- 
ritius, Point de Galle, and Singapore ; the whole time occupied 
was ninety-six days. After waiting atHong Kong, she sailed for 
Woosung on the 27th June, where, after communicating with 
Vice-Adiniral Charner, she was sent to Chefoo, at which place 
it has been determined to construct the gun-boats. Admiral 
Page, the senior Rear-Admiral of the French Navy in China, 
left Hong Kong in his flag ship the Nemesis also on the 27th 
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Tune, for the North of China, The Wezer arrived at Checfoo on 
the 5th July, and arrangements were forthwith made for having 
te gun-boats put up on the beach close by where the troops 
areencamped. It is doubtful that they will be ready in time 
to take part in the approaching operations. 

“Chcefoo is a bay with a number of villages skirting its 
shores, in latitude 37 deg. 30 min. N., and longitude 121 deg. 
20 min. E. It is beautifully situated, and its coast consists of 
& fine light coloured clay, on] which large quantities of maize, 
waillet and wheat are grown. Some of the villages are situated 
close to the beach, others are a short distance inland, and are 
very prettily placed amongst some small-sized trees richly 
foliaged, the farthest one not exceeding a mile from the beach. 
The mainland round Cheefoo harbour rises by a gentle slope, 
until it terminates in an amphitheatre of lofty and exceedingly 
picturesque looking hills, of a sombre green colour, contrasting 
strongly and not unpleasantly with the bright green of the 
moaize fields that creep for a considerable distance up their 
base. 

“ The climate at the present time appears to be one of no 
ordinary salubrity, as there is an almost total absence of sick- 
ness in the French army—on the occasion of my visit there a 
few days ago there being only eight men out of a force of some 
7,000 under treatment in hospital, though the troops have 
been gradually assembling there since about the lst of last 
month. Four deaths only have occurred since their occupation 
of the place, and one was from a wound received in a duel. The 
general health of the troops is reported by the medical officers 
as superior to its average in France, and which no doubt 
is attributable to the purity and remarkable dryness of the 
stmosphere, notwithstanding that the direct force of the sun 
ia very considerable during the greater portion of tho day. 
Abundant supplies of fresh meat (pork), poultry, eggs, 
vegetables, apricots, plums, &c., are brought into market 
by the neighbouring population, whose first fears, caused by the 
landing of the “ Western Barbarians,” are now completcly re- 
moved, and business re-established in the different villages near 
the camp. Every morning several hundred Chinamen may be 
seen disposing of their supplies in the portion of the camp 
allotted to them as @ market place, and where the whole day 
business continues to be carried on from sunrise to sunset. Al- 
ready there is a whole line of money-changers with their portable 
bureaus and piles of cash (native coin), and as visitors pass them 
they hold up a dollar, calling out nint cent ef cingue, indicating 
their readincss to give 850 cash in exchange for one dollar. 
Cash is the current coin of the realm—the only coin, in fact, 
that the Chinese have, and consists of a very base metal, hav- 
ing a hole in the centre, through which quantities of them are 
strung together—in Hong Kong their value is 20 fora penny, 
or 1,000 for a dollar ; consequently the rate of exchange at 
Cheefoo is considerably lower than in South China. 

“Cheefoo hitherto has been a place of considcrable trade in 
maize, millet, and bearded wheat, carried on chiefly with the 
Corea, it is stated with Japan. The inhabitants, generally speak- 
ing, are a taller and finer race than we have been accustomed 
to see in the south. Theirattire and general customs seem to 
be the same, thongh I observed one marked difference between 
them, namely, that in the south the moustache is not worn 
until the individual becomes a grandfather ; but in the north it 
is byno means an uncommon decoration of the faces of the 
young. The Chinese are beginning already to talk a sort of 
pigcon (business) French, and may be heard bonjouring their in- 
vaders with great familiarity. Some of them engaged in busi- 
ness in the town have acquired a tolerable good knowledge of 
the common numbers in French, though their intercourse with 
that nation has not much exceeded twenty days. 

“Gencral Montauban arrived at Cheefoo on the morning of 
the 5th July, aud assumed in person the command of the army, 
which hitherto has been under the charge of General 
Jamin, commanding the Ist Brigade of the expeditionary army. 
Rear-Admiral Protet has been in command of the Naval 
Department at Cheefoo until the afternoon of the 5th July, 
when Vice-Admiral Charner arrived from Shanghai, flying his 
flag in the Saigon steamer. Admiral Protet’s flag is in the 
Dryade,n magnificient two-decked steam frigate—the upper deck 
for guns, the lower one specially constructed for the transport of 
horses—a form of vessel that is now becoming much adopted 
in the French navy. Sixteen war transports were in harbour 
on the 7thinst., of which twelve were steamers, namely, Dryade, 
Rhin, Rhone, Garrone, Jura, Loire, Forbing, Calvados, Garrone, 
WMievre, Avalanche, and Saigon, The Calvados had just arrived 








from Shanghai, bringing up 250 horses, also a battery of 
artillery that had been saved from the Qveen of the Clippers, 
the loss of which vessel by fire has been a serious occurrence 
for our allies ; all their winter clothing, including 20,000 pairs 
of boots, having been destroyed, 

“The French force now at Cheefoo is detailed in two 
brigades—the Ist under General Jamin, consisting of two 
battalions of the 101st Regt. each battalion being about 
1,200 strong, and the 2nd Regt. of Chasscurs de Vincennes, 
about 1,000 strong; also two batterics of ficld artillery, in all 
twelve guns, and ono company of Enginerrs. Qeneral Jamin 
commanded the regiment of the Zouaves of the Guard during 
the Crimean campaign. 

“ The second brigade is commanded by General Colinot, who 
commanded the regiment of the Zouaves of MacMahon’s divi- 
sion at the storming of the Malakoff, and consists of two bat- 
talions of the 102nd Regt. each averaging about 1200, with 
three battalions of Infanterie de la Marine, consisting of 18 
companies, each company averaging 120 men, making in all 
about 2,000 marines, This brigade also has twelve ficld guns 
in two batteries, and one Company of Engincers. 

“ With the exception of thirty Sphais (Algerine Cavalry), as 
aa escort for General Montauban, there is no cavalry attached 
to the French army. In addition to the force detailed above, 
they have a mountain battery of six guns, for the horsing of 
which some very fine mules have been imported from Japan. 
Thoro is also a siege train on board the Jura, and a corps of 
Pontonicrs, who are now engaged constructing a military bridge 
for service in the Peiho. A Coolic corps also has been formed, 
and six hundred of these warriors are now at Cheefoo, and 
four hundred more are expected from Shanghai. They have 
proved very useful in the carrying of stores about the camp. 
With reference to horses, including 250 in course of landing 
from the Calvados, there are now eight hundred horses and 
ponies at Chefoo, and they have chiefly been procured from 
Japan and Manila, and their unbroken condition at the present 
time is the chief cause of the delay in making a movement on 
the Peiho, 

“The French have taken possession of upwards of forty junks 
for store purposes, intimating, through interpreters, that they 
require the loan of them, and will return them with an indem- 
nity when they have no further use for them. How much of 
this the Chinese believe of course I do not pretend to say. 

“The French camp seems well laid out, and extends over a 
small promontory, terminating in an elevation of some height, 
on the slopes of which the 101st and 102nd, and Chasscurs 
de Vincennes are encamped, The land in the rear of the hill 
is a fine alluvial plain, that has been under maize cultivation ; 
here the artillery and horses are placed, and in the extreme 
rear the battalions of marine infantry, The French ‘Corps 
Chinois’ are disposed of in round tents, and located between 
the infantry and the horses, They have been gambling so 
extensively that General de Montauban has been obliged to 
issue an order prohibiting it. 

“In respect to the English portion of the expedition, tho 
whole of the transports are now lying in Talien-wan Bay, on 
the eastern side of a promontory in the province of Lian-tung, 
in Mantchuria, exactly opposite, and ninety miles distant from 
Cheefoo. They will remain here until such time as our allies 
intimate that they are ready to take the ficld, when a combined 
movement will be made on the Peiho, the French landing on 
the south side of the forts, and the English to the north of 
them, most probably at Petang, distant about cight miles. 

“Talien-wan Bay is a fine harbour, containing several smaller 
ones, in four of which the transports, &., about 200 in number, 
are now lying, while the troops are all under canvas on shore. 
Talien-wan Bay averages eleven miles wide, and is entcred 
from the east. On its northern side a portion of the flect, 
amounting to 65 vessels, are lying in a small harbour, to which 
the name of the Victoria Bay has been given, and on the maiso 
fields bordering its coast the Infantry of the 1st Division of 
the army is now encamped, consisting of the Ist, 2nd, 31st, 
60th, and 15th Punjaubecs, Sir John Michel, K.C.B., commanding 
on shore, his head-quarters being at a small village about a milo 
inland. On the opposite side of the harbour are three small bays, 
at present known as Hand Bay, Bustard Creck,and Odin Bay. In 
the first of these, on shore, are encamped, the 3rd, a portion of 
the 44th, the 67th, 99th Royal Marines, Madras Sappers, and 
8th and 19th Punjaubees. On the ridge of a hill between the 
lines of the 44th and 99th Regiments stands the teut of Major- 
General Sir Robert Napier, K.C.B., commanding on this side of

the harbour. In Bustard Creek are encamped the Military 
Train and head-quarters of the 44th, and in Odin Bay the 
whole of the Artillery and Cavalry are on shore. The ships 
of each corps are at anchor in the harbours where they 
are respectively encamped. The country occupied by the camp 
is in soil similar to that I have described at Cheefoo ; but while 
the French are encamped on a small promontory in the harbour, 
having a flat alluvial base, terminating in a somewhat rocky 
headland, our troops are scattered for miles over country con- 
sisting of nothing but hills and dales, which renders communica- 
tion between the different sub-divisons of the army u matter 
of some difficulty. Each division of the army will proceed to 
the Peiho accompanied by its steam hospital ship, the Mauritius 
being that of the 1st Division, and the Sir William Peel that 
of the 2nd Division ; the general health of the troops is good. 
The climate being very fine, exactly similar to that of Cheefoo, 
the reason for having the force so scattered has been the diffi- 
culty of procuring water in quantity sufficient for the whole 
army in a body. 

“Lord Elgin arrived in the Feroze from Shanghai on the fore- 
noon of the 9th, and the following morning at 3 Sir Hope 
Grant left in the Granada for Cheefoo, to consult with General 
Montauban as to the probable period of the French being 
ready to leave Chcefoo, so as to enable arrangements being 
‘made for having the troops embarked in the transports ready 
to sail from Talien-wan on 9 specific day. It is not expected 
that any movement will be made from here much sooner than 
the 1st of August. This, however, will depend on our 
allies,'as we are now quite ready, and the whole expedition 
could be embarked in the course of three or four days. Seven- 
teen junks have been scized on terms resembling those adopted 
by the French ; but the first scizure is stated to have been 
effected in such 9 manner as precluded negation from the crews 
jumping overboard. That distinguished corps, the Bamboo 
Brigade, are proving themselves of great service, and it is to 
be regretted—at least so report goes—that, owing to the rough 
usage which a party of them lent to the navy received, 
several desertions have taken place from that particular lot, 
and report further alleges that several of them have been 
caught and murdered by the inhabitants, but no particulars are 
yet known.”

JAPAN. 

According to the advices received by this mail business was 
proceeding satisfactorily at all ports. 

Dates from Nagasaki reach to the 25th July. Messsrs. 
Frazar and Co. in their circular under that date, state 
that :— 

Business is improving ; whilst the export of teas, flour, &c., is again brisk. 
Several American and English ships have arrived and sailed again for the 
north of China, taking full cargoes of coals, four, grain, horses, bullocks, 

fresh provisions, &c., &c., for the use of the Allied forces. Provisions of all 
descriptions are arriving freely from the country. 

‘Tne Japanese are quite anxious to see what is to be the result of the Peiho 
affair, and the satisfactory adjustment of that question will have a very 
favourable influence here. 

The extension of the Bund before the Foreign settlement is going rapidly 
onward, and Europeans are preparing to build, 

The exchange of itzeboos for M-xican dollars was discontinued by the 

‘ustom House on the 15th inst., but the consuls, who are merchants as well, 
are still allowed privileges by the Government, 
IMPORTS, 

American drills and sheetings, English chintzes, camlets, and T-cloths 
have been imported by each arrival from Shanghai, and have been favourably 
disposed of ta the Japanese for Itzeboos and produce. American drills have 
brought Mexican $3.35 to $3.45 per piece of forty yards. Red blanket cloths 
sell readily at $4 to $4.50 per piece. Chin se medicines : Very light stock, 
Rhubarb : $50 to $60 per picul. Sugar and sugar candy : Mexican $6 to 
$7 per picul of 183 Ibs. Sapanwood is in moderate demand, with but a 
light stock, Quicksilver in good demand, but no stock. Coals: Less in- 
quiry. Considerable quantities of treasure (Mexicans) have been received 
from Shanghai, by late arrivals, for investment. 


EXPORTS. 

Tea.—During the first p-rt‘of the month, owing to the unfavourable news 
from Shanghai, but little was done, until latterly. Green teas have been 
eagerly sought for, and prices have advanced, The new crop is just coming 
to market, and the quality is good. The Templeman for Shanghai has a 
fuli cargo, about 7,000 piculs. We quote No. 1, Greens, mex. $24 to $26;

The London mat of the 11th June arrived on the 28th July, 
47 days en route. 

There is very little political news of importance. The rebels 
remain in possession of Soochow and the adjacent country. A 
number of freebooters, consisting of 300 Manilamen, under the 
command of a certain Ward, who had been instrumental in the 
recapture of Sung-keang from the insurgents, have sustained a 
complete defeat before Tsingpoo, which place they had attacked. 
The leader himself was seriously wounded by a foreigner in the 
rebel employ, 

Some further correspondence has been published on the 
quarrel between the ,Consul and the Foreign Chinese Customs, 
When we can see theend of the correspondence we shall have 
something to say on the matter. 

A great panic took place on the 17th July at the sound of 
the rebels, in which several Chinese destroyed themselves. 








COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA—EXPORTS, 


Txa.—The exports for the present season have been on a 
large scale, principally from Foo-chow, the holders and purchasers 
being alike eager to ship off. The former have, however, as 
usual, attained their own terms. The large export to Australia 
has assisted to maintain high rates. At Foo-chow, settlements are 
reported of 16,000 chests and 16,000 half chests of Congou, at 
25 to 30 for good, and 19 to 24 for ordinary. Oolongs 21,000 
half-chests, at 24 to 28 taels. Souchongs, 2,500 chests, at 22 to 
40 tacls. Scented teas, 3,000 boxes, and flowery Pekoe, 500 
chests, at 28 to 40 tacls, At Shanghai, the transactions of the 
fortnight are reported at 600 chests Hoochow Congou, at 274 
taels, and 1,000 half chests Japan leaf. The stock on the market 
is computed at 5,000 pkgs., of which 1,000 were Hoochow, the 
remainder being trash. It was rumoured that a few chops of 
New Congous had arrived within a few miles from Shanghai 
under convoy of foreigners, and had been stopped by the man- 
darins for transit fees.—Greens: About 7,000 pkgs. New Ping- 
sueys had arrived via Ningpo. The settlements reported for 
the fortnight are confined to 1,000 pkgs. Japan. The stock 
on the market is stated at 1,000 pkgs. Hoochow, 1,200 
ditto common Shanghai packet, and 5,000 ditto Japan leaf.

Scarcely were the States General closed, as mentioned in my 
last letter, when they are again convoked for the new session of 
1860-1861. ‘he ceremony took place on the 17th inst. by 
the King in person, accompanied by the Prince of Orange and 
Prince Frederick. In the speech from the throne the King con- 
gratulates the country on the flourishing condition of the 
finances, commerce, and march of moderate reform, and in- 
forms them that his relations with foreign Powers continue to 
be of the most satisfactory nature ; but that in the present 
complications of Europe it is absolutely needful to be prepared 
for any unexpected contingency, and that his ministers are 
labouring to increase the defensiveness of the kingdom by re- 
organising the army and navy, and that, to promote this still 
further, a Bill will be presented them in the course of the 
session for {the organisation of the militia. He further 








announces a Bill for the reduction of the tariff and transit dues, 
and other measures for the facilitation of trade, On the subject 
of the colonies in the East Indies, the King says : “ The affairs of 
our oversea possessions are in the most satisfactory condition. 
By the courage and perseverance of our land troops and naval 
forces, the subjection of Boni is completely effected, and the 
kingdom of Banjermassing placed under our own direct autho- 
rity. The increase of population and the flourishing state of 
Netherlands India have produced again great advantages 
to the mother country, a part of which have been so ju- 
diciously invested and turned to account that there is 
every reason to anticipate a still further improvement, and a 
greater development of the resources of those fertile and valu- 
able possessions. It is to be hoped that this satisfactory state 
of affairs will conduce to a further improvement and accellera- 
tion of the sea communication between the islands of the Indian 
Archipelago, which will be accompanied by the erection of 
several additional lighthouses, for the greater security of our 
daily increasing navigation in those waters.” The King then 
declared the session opencd, and nominated Mynheer Philipsa 
to be President of the First Chamber, while M. Anemact was 
confirmed as President of the Second Chamber. 

The merchants, shipowncrs, and brokers of this city have 
recently submitted a numerously-signed petition to the Colonial 
Minister on the subject of the cultivation of tobacco in Java 
by free labour. After dwelling with satisfaction on the fact that 
the importation of that article in Holland amounted in 1859 
to 52,000 bales, with every probability of a much larger quan- 
tity being received this year, which had the advantage of raising 
Amsterdam to the rank of one of the largest markets for tobacco 
on the European continent, and giving additional employment 
and remunerating freights to the languishing shipping interest, 
they complain of an order lately promulgated by the Governor- 
General of Netherlands India, forbidding the European authori- 
ties and native chicftans from interfering in the question of 
freo labour, but that the Resident of Rembang, the principal 
district for the cultivation of tobacco, had wilfully or uninten- 
tionally misinterpreted the order, and had prohibited the native 
chiefs of his residency from having any commercial dealings 
with free labourers, and on no account to purchase their pro- 
puce. They, therefore, respectfully pray the Minister for the 
Colonies to take immediate steps for placing the free cultivation 
of tobacco in Java on a moro satisfactory footing. 

The Minister for War, Colonel de Casembroot, has been pro- 
moted by the King to the rank of Major-General in the 
army. 

The Netherlands Trading Company have chartered the follow: 
ing vessels for Netherlands India: the Fulck, Captain Duyven- 
boden, Zeenymph, Captain Schipper, Alida Maria, Captain de 
Vries, and Paw Johan, Captain de Kooy ; the first three to sail 
from Amsterdam, and the fourth from Schiedam, 


Orders have been transmitted to the East India Depot at 
Harderwyk to get ready, for embarcation to Batavia, a detach- 
ment of 100 supplementary troops on board the chartered 
transport Prinz Mauritz, Capt. J. Bart, which vessel is under 
orders to sail from Nieuwe Deep on the 7th October. The 
command of this reinforcement will devolve on Captain P, 
Peercpoom, of the East India Infantry, returning to Java on ex- 
piration of furlough, accompanied by Lieutenants Miltenberg, 
and A. Beckhuis, and Surgeon W. K. F. Hartsteen. 

Another detachment, consisting of foreign mercenarics re- 
cruited abroad for twelve ycars’ service in India, has been sent 
from Harderwyk to the depot of the 7th regiment, stationed at 
the Helder, there to be drilled and instructed in their military 
duties ; after which they will be forwarded to Java for 
service. 

No. 51 of the official Staatsblad contains the text of the 
treaty between France and Holland for the extradition of crimi- 
nals in their respective colonies.

THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 

China has long been regarded by Kuropeans as a country in which everye 
thing ie turned topsy-turvy. ‘There is an odd family likeness in all the 
stories that reach us of the Flowery Land, which is in itself no mean proof 
of the originality of its inhabitants and the vitality of the na'ional idiosyn- 
crasy. But we question whether the thirty centuries of Chinese civilisation 
ever witn-ssed a stranger complication of destiny than that which now 
menaces the empire. The “ Taiping” insurrection, which broke out in 1851, 
after spreading sluzgishly over several provinces, has assumed a more definite 
and alarming form in that of Kiangsu, “ ‘Ibis great province,” writes our 
corr-spondent from Shanghai, “with an area larger than France, and @ po- 
dulation of 37,000,000, is lost to the Imperial Guvernment,” But the grand 
paradox is that the city of Shanghai itvelf is virtually retained for the Em- 
petor by a garrison of “ Western devils,” at the very time when the sama 
race of barbaians is preparing to ccerce the “ Brother of the Sun and 
Moon” by armed force in his own capital, as a condemned criminal is rescued 
from disease to be reserved for the purposcs of justice. Well may the 
Chinese writer ‘ament that he has fallen on evil times. It is probable that 
the Lord of “the Ten Thousand Kingdoms and of the Four Seas which are 
under Heaven” would find it very difficult to define the present limits of his 
own sovereignty, Recent travellers tel! us that a foreboding of the fall of 
the Mantchou dynasty has for some years been prevalent, and, though the 
Ottoman Emp're in Europe, as well as our own in India, has survived 
similar predictions, the event has been due to that intelligent energy which 
can alone defy these counterfeit decrees of Providence. At all events, this 
observant Chinaman, though he has the philosophy to laugh at the “ sacri- 
fices, with prayers to Hearen, offered in all directions, which,” he adds, “is 
just like those slaves the Buddhist priests,” is touched with the presenti- 
ment, and records with sad earnestness the same portent of “ red rain” that 
used to frighten t'e augurs in the emergencies of Republican Kome. It is 
impossible not to s;mpathise with the dars and hopeless melauctoly of hig 
language. “ Of the cities that were besicged there is not one that has not 
been taken.” . . . “The generation of evil-doers hare surely obtained = 
world of their own.” Words such as these were wrung from those who 
watched the lust throes of civilisation in the dissolution of the Roman 
Enpire, and found utterance in the “fearful litanies” that thrilled through. 
the darkness of the tenth century. The Chinese are not loyal in our sense 
ef the term; they know as little of the “temperate passion” of subjects 
under a limited monarchy as of the “ dignified obedience” ot chivalry. They 
are not even patriotic in any sense that would prevent their readily natural. 
ising themselves for a sufficient corsideration in any clime uncer heaven. 
But their imaginations are powerfully affected by the immensity of the 
organisation within which they live, and of wh'ch the Emperor is the centre. 
When he is removed by death, they say, with a characteristic periphrasis, 
that he has “fallen, or given way,” as if a catastrophe so stupendous had 
disturbed half their horizon. When they see the change come over the still 
and vast features of that giant frame of empire which they identify with 
earthly power and wisdom, uo wonder that their hearts “fail them for fear, 
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and for looking after those things which are coming on the earth.” Butthe 
English reader must not presume toe far en this despondency, Considering the 
ease with which the rebels have become masters ef Hangchow and Soochow, 
cities which dwarf all but the very greatest of European capitals; and re- 
arembering, too, our own earlier encounters with the Celestial troops, one is 
tempted to think too mewnly of the force which may possibly be brought to 
bear against us. Itis true there are good reasons for believing that the re- 
verses of last year were inflicted by w picked body of the Imperial 
Guard, the flower of the Mantchou reserve. But the Mantchou race, though 
a mere handful among the countless multitudes of Chinese, is numerous 
enough to furnish an immense army. Nor does an impartial survey of facts 
justify the popular contempt for native Chinese valour. Their annals are 
full of deeds akin to the “courage of antiquity,” and the sanguinary revo- 
lutions which have so often spread havoc through the country are illuminated 
dy acts of self-devotion such as modern Ruropeans associate with Saragossa 
and Moscow. Of their capacity for organisation, notwit*standing their 
inability to organise themselves, travellers have expressed but one opinion. 
They are patient, docile, and indepenient of circumstances in a very high 
degree, and their power of bearing privations is wonderful. Under Furo- 
pean officers, and even under the few able native generala of whom their 
history makes mention, they have evinced an indifference to danger which 
cam surprise no one wha knows how lightly they regard death. A people 
who have no belief in the terrors of eternity, who not unfrequently commit 
suicide from economical or vindictive motives, and who sometimes allow 
the love of a handsome coffin to overcome that of life, can scarcely be 
called constitutionally timid. The fact is, that the “Braves,” or 
local militia, are the only Chinese soldiers, properly #9 called; the 
rest are a miscellaneous rabble of agricultural labourers and artisaus, 
subject from time to time to an imperfect drill. Such troops have 
no esprit de corps, and {eel no interest in the quarrels of their rulers. They 
look at fighting from the common-sense point of view presented by Hudiiras. 
There is more of discretion than of cowardice in their composition. Opposed 
te arms against which they are powerless, or under the command of leaders 
in whom they have no confidence, they give way as a matter of policy, and 
from sheer want of military ardour. But where a Chinaman feels it is his 
interest to resist and believes that he can do so with success, he will not 
flinch from mere nervousness. So thoroughly has this been recognised by some 
officers of experience, that it has even been thovght that British India might be 
advantageously garrisoned by Chinese mercenaries, Whether civil war will 
forestall the results of European intervention, and whether, in the contrary. 
event, the honours are reserved for diplomacy or strategy, it would be idle to 
speculate. We trust, however, that Lord Elgin’s mission is elastic enough 
for any contingency. The panics and the treasons, the impatience of the 
present and the despair of the future, which appal the poor Chinaman t» 
whose letter we have referred, are just the elements out of which may issue 
new destinivs for China, In spite of the mock Christianity which ming'ed 
0 quaintly with its early enormities, we have very little more faith in the 
religious or commercial tendenzies of the insurrection now in progress than 
in the sincerity of Imperial concessions, Yet we cannot forget that Chinese 
exclusiveness dates from the ascendancy of the Tartara, and is no essential 
part of the national character. From the ninth century before the Christian 
era till Marco Polo visited the Court of Kublai Khan, China was as open to 
commerce as the difficulties of lund traffic would permit, Since that period 
our information has been chiefly derived from Jesuit missionaries and tea 
imerchants, two classes equally interested, though for different reasons in 
exaggerating the inaccessibility of the inland provinces, ‘iil these pro- 
vinees be renched, as our corre-pondent reminds us, “ we are merely scratch- 
ing at the outer crust of China.” Ignorance alone can have reconciled us to 
entertain no other than absurd ideas of a nation whose arts and literature 
were old before Europe had a history, and which even now enjoys an asto- 
nishing degree of material prosperity, Further acquaintance may, perhaps, 
teach us that the monotonous unity and traditional immobility of the Chinese 
Enpire are partly imaginary and partly the result of temporary causes. It 
is not on the strength, but on the weakness of the Peking Government—not 
on the enlightenment of the official hierarchy, but on the versatility and 
practical instincts of the peop’e, that we rest our hopes of ultimate success.

THE CHINA EXPEDITION. 

The letter from our special correspondent who accompanies the British ex- 
pedition to China has given precise intormation as to the position of the 
allied forces, and as to the state of affairs in that country, up to the 12th of 
July last. At that date the two expeditionsry forces were in perfect order, 
sa‘ety, health, and immobility. The Chinese reained their old attitude 
of dozged expectation, and every one was waiting to see what would next 
occur, Even Lord Elgin himself did not seem to hope much from mere 
negotiation ; for those wise celestial, who are the perfection of old-fashioned 
common-sense, never go forward ta meet troubles, and those patriotic Man- 
darins who issue their commands from Peking are far too sound Confucians 
to Le moved by any misfortunes that may chance to hppen to distant popu- 
lations, A Governor wade a suggestion tiat by cultivating friendly rela- 
tions with the Europeans the Imperial Government might, perhaps, stop the 
career of that armed rabbie which sweeps over their rich cities ; but the 
stoical Mandarins of Pcking superseded him, and have called him up in 
chains to answer before them ‘or his traitorous advice. The Emperor, it 
seems, lives in a drunken delirium, and his counsellors, with the shallow 
gravity of Chinamen, publish in the Pckiny Gazette protests against his too 
potent potations. With such a ruling Power as this accommodation without 
blows is evidently hopeless, The only course tat can have any effect is to 
show these drunkards and dotards that we can reach them even in’ Peking 
iteclf. For this all preparation, so far as the English are concerned, has 
long since been made, The two allied nations have wisely held rendezvous 
in separate localities, sutliciently neat to each other and to the scene of ope- 
rations to be able to act in unison, and sufficiently apart to be able 
to enjoy uational tastes and habits undisturbed. The anniversary 
of the disaster of 1859 passed by. Instead of upon that day directing 
his new force against his old enemy, Admiral Hope was compelled to remain 
where he was, The Genernl, Sir Hope Grant, instead of landing his troops 
at the point of action on the opposite side of the bay, found it necessary to 
isembaik his men and horses on the healthy shore off which he lay, and to 
place his men under canvas. When our correspondent first saw this force 
t had been lying listless and inactive for nearly threo weeks, It was not, 














however, the fault either of Admiral Hope or of General Grant that valuable 
time, the heart of the working year, had been lost, or that our Armstrong 
guns had not long ago undergone their first trial in actual warfare, That 
army of 12,000 men could march through China from end to end, and find 
no obstacle to delay its march. But there was an obstacle to the com- 
mencement of its operations, Our good friends who lay at Che-fow had not 
made their arranzements in a business-like manner. If it be lawful to blart 
out the plain tiuth of such matters, it must, we fear, be told as the result of 
all our experience in combined operations with the French that they are 
rather liable to fail in their preparations, and to trast to chance, or to their 
allies, to make up their shortcomings. Upon the last occasion in China they 
borrowed from us with the freedom of the frankest friendship. They bor- 
rowed our gunboats and our stores, and our ammunition, and even our spars 
and rigging ; and when we trained that effective Coulie corps, which was #0 
essential to our transport service, the French came and divided them with 
us in a most brotherly manner. On this occasion the distance between our 
positions hns not altogether deprived us of the plensure of rendering them 
frequent friendly offices, but it may possibly have rendered them less im- 
mediately efficacious. However this may be, the English fleet and army 
had bern, when our correspondent arrived, waiting three weeks in the Bay 
of Ta-lien-whan for the French, Our ships, drying their sails, and our men, 
spending their ammunition upon the too nimble hare, which refuses to suce 
cumb to ball-cartridge, were all idling until it shou'd please the French to 
come up and encumber us with their assistance; and assert their customary 
claim to all the glory. But the French were not ready; they had no ar- 
tillery horses, and they had to break in the ponies which were coming from 
Inpan and Manila. Their gunboats had been sent ont in pieces on board 
the transports, and it was necessary to put them together, in the few cases 
in which the pieces were complete ; and we suppose it was a’so necessary to 
spend a decent time in lamentations over those ire frequent sets of pieces 
which were, unfortunately, incomplete. Moreover, they had had misfortunes, 
Some of their transports had gone down, and much of their ammunition had 
been spoilt ; and, although we could help them to some extent in these 
minor matters, we could not find fitting pieces for their portable gunboats 
or spare them our artillery horses. ‘Things were not going comfortably with 
our friends, and, what was much worse, it was by no means clear whether 
their deficiencies would be remedied in any reasenable time. The informa- 
tion afforded by them, in answer t» an inquiry on this subject, was not very 
satisfactory. We all recollect the story of that thirsty Irish guest who, 
when asked by his hos: whether he would take any more wine, replied, 
© Sir, I shall reserve my unavailing protest un‘il after the next bottle.” The 
French answer suggests a still less definite po-tponement, for they wou'd 
undertake no more than that within a week they would name some future 
tiwe by which their preparations would be completed.— Times, 


TRADE WITH WESTERN CHINA. 
From an able article in the Leeds Mercury we extract the 
following :-— 


The Tim s’ correspondent in the Chinese Waters has well observed the 
fact, which the Treaty of Tien-tsin also recognised, that we are at present 
only scratching at the outer crust of the Chinese trade. The treaty of Tien- 
tsin recognised this fact in the clause stipulating for the opening up of the 
interior trade, by the free navigation of the river Yang-tse, ‘This grand, 
navigable stream rolls its flood through the very heart of the Chinese Em- 
pire, and perhaps has conveyed more merchandise upon its waters than any 
other river in the world. For ages it has carried the mineral wealth of the 
Upper Provinces to the silk growing districts near its mouth, and has 
changed the cilks of the Eastern for the produce of the cet al and western 
parts of the empire, But the opening of tre river Yang-tse is attended 
with two or three serious difficulties. In the first place, the river carrying- 
trae is in the hands of the Chinese, and ther exc usion from this lucrative 
employment by the introducton of British river steamers would be re- 
garded with a jealousy sure to beget every species of opposition. In the 
next place, at the present time the banks of this stream are in the occupae 
tion of the rebels who liave so long wasted the strength of the Chinese em- 
pire, and have lately devastated the most important and wealthiest cities om 
its banks, Further than this, from the western provinces of the Yang-tse to 
its mouth, and from the mouth of the Yang-tse to Calcutta or Rangoon, are 
two immense jourreys, while from those same western provinces by way of 
Esmok over Burmah to Ran_oon is a comparatively short distance. Unless 
we so dabJe in Chincse pulitics as to clear the country of rebels—a task 
which, in all probability, we could not accomplish, even if we were foolish 
enough to attempt it—the free navigation of the Yang-tse ecems likely to be 
& mere name. It isa concession the Chinese may very cheaply make, and we 
very cheaply accept, but a concession which can be of no practical use to either 
ofus. Even if it could, a glance at the map w.ll show that there are immense, 
districts in the south-west of China which are hardly nearer to the Yang-tse 
than they are to our own port of Rangoon, The vast saving of cost and 
time winich would be effected by opening a dircet trade btween the English 
province of Pegu and these parts will be obvious to everybody; and to 
everybody but to those whose intellects are tied up in rei tape it will be 
obvivus that an effort to open sueh a tral+ communication would be among 
the best directed movements of our age. But this scheme, to which no geo- 
graphical ditliculty is opposed, to which no political difficulty is opposed, to 
which no commercial diiticulty is opposed, has met with an opposition of an 
equally formidable character, the oppos'tion «f the cold shoulder. Isaac of 
York was not more eliectually repelled by the swine’s flesh brandished in 
his face by the jester, than are our Chambers of Commerce by the barrier 
reared in the shape o! this formidable joint to the progress of their favourite 
scheme. . We are glad to sce that the Leeds Chamber of 
Commerce has returned to the charge, and has again memorialised the Go- 
vernment at least to ensure the most prrasing part of the schewwe—the part 
which must be secured now or must be indefinitely postponed. The making 
of a new treaty with China is the time, and the only time, for securing the 
right of trading toEsmok. Let this Le obtained, and the exe:cise of the 
right and transit through Burmah may be secured afterwards, We trust the 
Chambers of Commerce throughout :ngland, and especially in Yorkshire and 
Lancashire, will not let the chance slip, but will press the subject on the at 
tention of the Foreign Secretary in such a manner as will compel him to take 
8 more satisfactory course.

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INTERPRETERS FOR CHINA. 

Aprozos of our recent article alluding to the want of inter- 
preters for China is a letter in Zhe Times, fiom a certain M.D., 
who complains that his son has spent a considerable portion of his 
time (sufficient to have enabled him to secure an Indian appoiut- 
ment) in acquiring the rudiments of Chinese at King's College, 
with a view to a student interpretership, concerning which ap- 
pointments there was a sort of tacit agreement between the Col- 
lege authorities and her Majesty's Government ; and that, al- 
though for several years four or five youths have been nominated 
annually by the Principal of the College, the demand has sud- 
denly ceased, to the disappointment of his son, who finds him- 
self, in common with several other youths, in possession of a 
kind of knowledge useless to him everywhere but in China, It 
was officially stated in a dcbate in the House of Commons, in 
July, 1857, that “Lord Clarendon considered it most important 
“that Englishmen, who held important officcs in the principal 
ports of China, should be thoroughly acquainted with the Chi- 
“nese language; and the conscquence was that anumber of young 
“Englishmen were sent out at the low salary. of £200 a-year to 
“learn the language.” This was certainly a step in the right 
direction, but it secms, frem the letter above referred to, that 
these cal’s on King’s College have been discontinued, at a 
time when more assistance than ever is required in this de- 
partment. 
~ It may be thought that the gentlemen nominated from 
King’s College have not fulfilled the expectations of the Govern- 
ment, or that the principle of sclection has been a wrong ove ; 
but we find that thcse nominations kave been made from a 
very small auimbcer of students ; that there really was no com- 
petition ; that no standard of acquirement was exacted, except 
in Chinese, aud that this was so low, owing to the uncertainty 

- of the student ever being called for, that few nominations could 
be made with satisfaction, The Government cannot expect 
youths to give up every other prospect in life to study Chinese 
upon the bare probability of getting a post woth £200 








a-year, while they are offering £500 a-year to com- 
petent individuals fur the Indian Civil Service. During 
the whole period of cur intercourse with China, down 


to the last great war with that country in 1640, the constant 
ery hos been the paucity of interpreters. Lord Jocelyn, the 
military secretary to the mission in 1841, writes ; “A great mis- 
“ fortune to this expedition was the scarcity of interpreters ; 
“Mr. Morison having only two assistants—Mr, Thom and Dr, 
“ Gutalafi.” And further on in his narrative he adds :— Onc of 
the greatest difficultics and drawbacks to the expedition has 





“been the want of interpreters, and it is a requisite of such 
“ vital importance for all future negotiations that some steps 
“ ought to be taken to remedy the evil;” and he proposed a 
plan similar to that pursued by the Company in India to 
encourage the study of the language. 

The same story is told nearly twenty years after—in 1858— 
by the special correspondent of The Times :—* One great want 
“is interpreters; it would appear that there are onlythree English 
“ interpreters available for our use in all China, Mr. Wade and 
“ Mr. Parkes are worked beyond all reason ; and what is more 
“to the purpose, they toil in vain to overtake the exigencies of 
“the public service. Mr. Alabaster, a young man of some 
“ acquirements in Chinese (a King’s College nominee), is in 
“attendance upon Yeh. There is a Chinaman named Wang, 
“ and a Portuguese named Rozario. These are the only mouths 
“through which we can communicate with this people. If we 
“are to have an extensive intercourse with China, we must 
“have a large staff of interpreters, who should be confined to 
“ their duties as interpreters.” 

Such are the testimonies of eye-witnesses, (during two im- 
portant periods of our intercourse with China. Misunder- 
standing has done its evil work in India, and this difficulty 
of communicating freely with the Chinese is likely to 
produce a crop of troubles ever increasing. What China 
needs is enlightenment on the affairs of Europe. We 
may frighten her into acquiescence with anything, but we 
shall never gain her respect until we can make her fcel that it 
is her true interest to have friendly relations with the West, 
and espccially with Great Britain. To effect this, we must 
have a staff of officials of high principle and talent, able to cope 
with the astutencss and duplicity of the mandarins, and to 
overcome the difficulties of their language. Every consul 
should understand the language, and every certificated inter- 
preter should be able to speak it and «rife it for himself, with- 
out the necessity of passing the document through the native 
scholars’ hands for revision. Who can say that the native 
assistant is not a paid agent of the ncarest mandarin? The 


| laborious preparation for the interpretership ought to be the 


stepping-stone to consulships. We are aware that several well- 
deserving men have been raised to these higher posts, but this 
was done only by slow degrees. Should the rule be established, 
it will be the more necessary to select the young student- 
interpreters from among those who have stood high in other 
languages besides the Chinese, and who have classical attain- 
ments, which may be judged of in this country. Why should 
not the system which is now in operation for the sclection of 
servants for India be followed in choosing young men for ser- 
vice in China? A good salary should be given, and the prospect 
of advancement be held out, to induce men of ability to enter 
for examination. .Every government in Europe, except Great 
Britain, takes the means for a supply of linguists. Russia is 
foremost in this, for she knows that, without proper inter- 
preters, her intercsts in the East must suffer. The want of an 
Oriental college, where interpreters might be fully prepared for 
their duties, has long been felt ; and we trust that some plan 
may ere long be formed, and obtain the support of her 
Majesty’s Government. 


THE TRANSMUNDANE TELEGRAPH. 

Unsper the above novel title a comprehensive scheme has 
been projected and forcibly described by Herr F. J. Schneeberger, 
director of the Austrian Imperial Telegraphs at Vienna, of which 
the following is a summary :— 

“The Tronsmundane Telegraph is an undertaking intended to be formed 
for the purpose of uniting the isolated networks of telegraphs either already 
existing or about to be formed in the different countries, groups of States, or 
quarters of the globe, in such a manner that direct telegraphic communica- 
tion may be cartied on from any one particular telegraph staticn in any 
country to any cther station in any part of the woild. It would thus stand 
in about the same relation to the present isolatcd systems of telegraphs as 
the main arteries in the human body do to the lesser arteries and veins, AD 
accompanying diagram renders the projector's scheme perfectly plain, and 
shows how easily it might be accomplished.” 

The proposed connecting point between the European and 
Asiatic liues of telegraph is Saratov in Russia. From this 
station one branch would extend to Tiflis, and another be car- 
ried by way of Orenburg and Irkutsk to Kiachta, on the Rus- 
sian frontier of China. From thence a fork would be formed, 
the southern wires traversing China to Peking, whilst the other 
would cross the new Russian territory of the Amoor, where it 
would again form a fork, one branch crossing the Island of 
Sagalicn and extending to Japan, whilst the other would go 
more to the uorth, and touching at Kamtschatka, cross the 
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Pacific by an easy chain of short submarine cables, landing them 
at the different islands of the Aleutic group, and reach the Rus- 
sian possessions on the west coast of North America, which 
might then bo easily united to the existing lines in that con- 
tinent through British Columbia and the Oregon territory and 
California. From Japan a branch is proposed to be carried 
down to China, connecting that country with the British East 
Indies and the islands in the Pacific, and another from Formosa 
to the Philippines and Moluccas, with a continuation to Aus- 
tralia. Other projected lines are from Australia along the 
Islands of Sunda to Singapore, and thence to Rangoon, to com- 
municate with the great lines in Hindostan (already partly exe- 
cuted) ; from the banks of the Indus ou the coast of Beloo- 
chistan to Muscat ; from Tripolis to the Cape of Good Hope, 
from Gibraltar to Ceuta, and from Sicily to Tunis. With re- 
gard to the telegraphic communication between Europe and 
America, Herr Schneeberger ignores the North Atlantic route 
by way of Iceland and Greenland, as proposed by Colonel 
Schaffner, and to explore which tho Fox, of Arctic celebrity, 
has lately actually sailed from our shores, but proposes a deep 
sea line across the Atlantic from the Islands of Bissago, on the 
west coast of Africa, to the Brazil coast near Pernambueo, as 
soon as the proper mode of manufacturing deep sca telegraphs 
has been discovered, till which time the line through Siberia 
must suffice for the traffic. South America would be placed 
in communication with the northern part of the continent, 
partly by a land wire through Central America to Mexico, and 
partly by a submarine line across the Gulf of Mexico from 
Caraccas to Cuba and Florida, with branches to the Bahamas 
and Leeward Islands, 

In approaching the financial part of the question, we find 
this learned German going deeply into figures, in order to prove 
that the expense of the submarine lincs would not cost more 
than 10,000 florins per German mile (about £200 per English 
mile), nor the land lines, with five wires cach, excced 3,000 
florins per German mile (about £60 per British mile), His 
exact calculations of the land distances give, as a general result, 
an aggregate length of 9,336 German, or 43,568 English 
miles, which at the above figure would cost 28,008,000 florins, 
whilst his submarine lincs would amount to 4,993 German, or 
23,300 English miles, which at his estimated cost would require 
an outlay of 49,930,000 florins, or about £5,000,000 ; so that 
the total expense of forming the whole of the proposed line 
would demand a sum of 77,938,000 florins, or about seven 
millions sterling. In addition to this, he puts down the cost of 
erecting and fitting up 2,400 telegraph stations, building 1,556 
houses for the inspectors, and purchasing six large steamers for 
employment in laying down the submarine lines, at 18,712,000 
florins, making the total capital required for the execution of 
the project amount to 96,650,000 florins, or a little more than 
eight millions and a-half sterling. The annual expenses of the 
Transmundane Telegraph are calculated as follows :— 

“ Interest on the above enpital at 5 per cent., 4,882,500 florins ; salar‘es 
(including those of 800 directors in ditferent parts of the world, 9,600 tele- 
graphists, 2,400 inspectors of lines), depreciation of property, repairs of 
wires, posts, buildings, and steame:s, 20,004,560 florins, requiring therefore 
8 total annual ouilay of 2,837,060 florins, or about two millions sterl ng.” 

With respect to the returns that may be expected to be 
derived from the execution of the projected enterprise, 
it requires some patience to folloy Herr Schnecberger 
through his calculations and figures; but “not to put 
too fine a point on it,” the following may be taken as the 
result. Assuming that all the lines are worked according to 
Morse’s system, and that all the wires are in operation for 
twenty hours every day, and allowing the maximum number of 
words to be 300 for each hour, on four out of the five wires, 
reserving the fifth wire for Government telegrams and service 
messages, it follows that 24,000 words can be telegraphed daily. 
We have shown already that the total length of the projected 
telegraph lines is 14,329 German miles, and by dividing that 
number into the 25 millions of florins (in round numbers), re- 
quired to cover the annual expenses, the quotient gives us the 
sum of 1,800 florins for each German mile per minum, or 4 
florins 93 kreutzers per day. We further find that in dividing 
the above 493 kreutzers by 24,000 (the maximum number of 
words per German mile daily), we obtain a quotient of 
0-58.39% kreutzer for each word per German mile of 42 English 
miles, so that a telegram of 20 words from Saratov to New 
York, a distance of 3,000 German miles, would only cost 12 
florins 50 kreutzers, or little more than a pound sterling. But, 
on the other hand, it would be needful to raise the tariff above 





the foregoing figure, as it is scarcely to be expected that the 
lines, especially in the commencement, would obtain so much 
traffic as to be kept in constant operation for 20 hours a day. 
In reducing this estimate then to 10 hours daily, and raising 
the tariff price to +5 kreutzer per German mile, the receipts 
would amount to more than 25 millions of florins, without at 
all producing a monopoly for a few rich people who could afford 
to use the Transmundane Telegraph ; for at these rates a tele- 
gram of 20 words, from Saratov to New York, would cost 30 
florins, a similar one between Constantinople and Canton 24 
florins ; one from Gibraltar to the Cape of Good Hope, 17 florins, 
which rates are decidedly cheaper than the tariff of any tele- 
graphs now in operation in Europe. 

After going into various details of a scientific and technical 
nature, with a view to abolish the relative misproportion in the 
expense of a telegram a short distance to that of forwarding the 
same to a more distant station, Herr Schneeberger proposes as 
follows :-— 

“To convoke a congress of all nations, for the purpose of drawing up and 
signing an international treaty, of which he gives a sketch, and the means to 
be tiken to secure the independence and neutrality in case of war between 
any of the Powers through whose dominions the transmundane telegraph 
shall pass, and to prevent its being used, or rather abused for any interested 
purposes. He then goes into the question of the time required to transmit 
a telegram to its destination, and states that asa general rule it is not re- 
quired to have relays at nearer distancesthan 600 German, or 2,800 English 
miles from each other. It is usual to send off ten telegrams in & 
lump, before checking them off by the receiving station and 
obtaining an acquittince for the same. This requires on the average 
three quarters of an honr for ten despatches, so that a delay of forty- 
five minutes is inevitable for every 2,800 English miles, and a loss 
of four hours and a-half incurred in transmitting a telegram from Saratov to 
Rio Janeiro, It would, therefore, be unquestionably possible to exchange 
telegrams and answers between London and the Brazilian metropolis twice 
during the twenty-four hours. The Transmundane Telegraph would, there- 
fore, satisfactorily fulfil its object as regards celerity of communication, and 
in frequent cases put to the blush a good many of the present existing 
European lines, which, from mistaken economy, are not fitted up with the 
most recent improvements, and, therefore, drag their work heavily, without 
being equal to the requirements of the present day. 

“At all events,” says the projector, “there can be no doubt that the 
Transmundane Telegraph, if organised according to the above plan, would 
not fail to draw within its influence sooner or later all the principal cities 
and the most important and extended lines of existing telegraphs, rendering 
the present system of administration and management wholly untenable 
for the future, and necessitating an alteration and improvement favourable 
to the different Governments and equally advantageous to the telegraphing 
public. 

From the foregoing particulars the reader will easily compre- 
hend that the quantity of materials required for the execution 
of this magnificent project, and keeping the lines in working 
order, is something enormous, and will, therefore, not be sur- 
prised to hear our author put down the amount of iron wire at 
25,000 tons for the land lines. Then we find amongst the 
further requirements for the same no less than 10,000,000 of 
insulators, 2,000,000 of posts, 10,000,000 of supporters for 
the insulators, &. For the submarine lines there would be 
required 30,000 cwt. of copper wire, 100,000 ewt. of gutta 
percha, an equal quantity of tar, 100,000 cwt. of hemp, and 
300,000 ecwt. of iron wire as an outer covering for the sub- 
marine cables ; and, finally, it would be needful to have 29,000 
complete sets of Morse’s telegraph apparatus, 24,000 galvanic 
batteries, 36,000 relays, 30,000 keys, 36,000 compasses, and 
100,000 lightning conductors, 

The projector states that he should not be surprised to have 
it imputed to him that he intends to raise an agitation @ la 
Lesseps, and we cannot but fully agree with him when he 
repudiates any comparison between his project and that of the 
Suez Canal. The latter is, in a technical point of view, nearly 
an impossibility, in a commercial sense a work of supercroga- 
tion, as a financial speculation a gigantic swindle, and as a 
political question a welcome means of agitation in the hands 
of the French to sow discord among nations for their own 
territorial aggrandisement. On the other hand, the Trans- 
mundane Telegraph is not open to these objections, but could 
not fail to prove a step in the right direction, promoting the 
cause of humanity and civilisation, increasing the commerce of 
the whole world, facilitating communication between man and 
man, and bringing nations geographically separated from cach 
ether by continents and occans into close and more intimate 
proximity, thus enabling their inhabitants to cement the bonds 
of amity, commerce, and science, hitherto happily subsisting 
among the great family of nations, and increase these relations 
to an extent not dreamed of hitherto, even by the most specula- 
tive enthusiasts, In these days of the most wonderful dis- 
coveries and improvements, it is not going too far to predict 
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the execution of a work of this sort at no very distant period, 
and it is but fair to give Herr Schnecberger due credit for 
having originated the scheme and gone into the details with all 
the scientific knowledge and intimate acquaintance with prac- 
tical telegraphy of which he is master, perfectly aware that his 
projected enterprise will bear the test of most close and rigid 
examination, and perhaps with some small modifications and 
improvements he may live to sec the execution of a project 
upon which he has evidently bestowed much valuable time, 
patient investigation, and may be unrewarded labour. 


WESTERN CHINA—THE CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE 
AND THE FOREIGN OFFICE. 


Tae Leeds Mercury appears to have secured to itself the 
honour of leading the press of Yorkshire and Lancashire in 
advocating the opening of the inland western half of China to 
commercial intercourse with us, from the port of Rangoon, 
across the eastern division of our province of Pegu. In its 
issue of the 18th instant that journal gives another instructive 
leader on this great Imperial question, We say dmpertal, 
because, although the so opening of Western China from 
Rangoon must prove greatly beneficial to British India, and 
more especially to its ports of Calcutta, Bombay, Kurrachee, 
and Madras, to the several lines of Indian railway which 
have their sea termini at those placcs, and to our pro- 
vinces of Pegu, Martaban, and Tenasserim, the realisation of the 
project will be mainly beneficial to the manufacturers, mer- 
chants, and shipowners of the United-Kingdom, to whom it 
will open an almost boundless new field wherefrom to draw raw 
materials needful to our manufacturers, and, at the same time, 
give to them and to our merchants fully two hundred millions 
of new customers for our goods, Tho further leading article 
in the Leeds Mercury above reforred to ably comments, with 
deserved severity, ou the indolent attempt of the Forcign- 
office to procrastinate action in the matter until the time shall 
have passed when it will be possible to accomplish it through 
the fresh negotiations with the Government of China, made 
necessary by the repulse of our Minister from the mouth of 
the Peiho. In the course of its strictures on the Foreign- 
office the Leeds Mercury most justly observes :— 

« A glance at the map will show that there are immense districts in the 
south-west of China which are hardly nearer to the Yanz-tzee than they are 
to our own port of Rangoon. The vast saving of cyst and time which would 
be effected by opening a direct trade between the English province of Pegu 
and these parts will be obvious to everybody ; and to everybody but to those 
whose intellects are tied up in red tape it will beas obvious that an effort to 
open such a trade communication would be among the best directed move- 
ments of our age. But this scheme, to which no geograpiical dith- 
culty ts opposed, to wh'ch no commercial difjicully is opposed, and to 
which no political digiculty is opposed, has met with an opposition of 
an {equally formidable character—the opposition of the ofi-tal cold 
shoulder. “Isaac of York was not more eticctually repelled by the swine’s 
flesh brandished in his face by the jester, t!an are our Chimbers of Com. 
merce by the barrier reared in the sliape of this formidable joint t» the pro- 
gress of their favourite scheme. The energy and ability of two xon-oflicial 
individuals* have made clear to most of our!comm-re'al men how small are the 
difficulties and how great the advantages of this mode of communication. 
But that energy and ability have not been sutlicient to move the degg-d 





Tesistance to all great schemes ever olfered by the apathy of the Fore‘gn-* 


office. I'he arguments wh'ch convince the judgment of practical mercantile 
men are not sufficient to break the red tape fette:s which bind down to dull 
uniformity the conceptions of the inmates of that venerable establishment_in 
Downing-street. 

“ The memorials presented by all the Chambers of Commerce in the North 
of England—bodies not generally carried away on the wings of any very 
fantastic ideas—memoria's stating fully the advantages contemplated, and 
modertly praying a slight activity on the part of the Foreiyn-office, are met, 
not with reasons showing why the scheme to which all practical men have 
given their adherence is found to be impract cable, but with the statement 
that ‘the project does not appear to Lord Jolin Russell to b+ feasible, at 
least for the present.’ Why not feasible? Is it feasible to be expending 
nobody knows how many millions for the ‘right of scratching with unim- 
paired nails the outer crust of Chinese commerce? Is it too expensive to 
send an embassy which may negotiate a treaty with the King of Burmah for 
the passage of goods across a strip of his territory, or too troubl-some to write 
a despatch to Lord Elgin directing him to inchide the opening of i'smok, as 
a tra ding town, in the new treaty he is to sett'e with the Emperorof China? 
‘This is all that the loreign-office is asked to do, and which yart of the busi- 
ness docs it find ‘not feasible?’ It is not asked to take a hundredth ora 
thousandth part of the trouble for extending our tr-de to two hundred 
millions of trading people that it has often done to gain a commercial advan- 
tage among some barbarous people or to vindicate the honour of the country 
from some imaginary in-ult, We are glad to see that the Leeds ( hamber 
of Commerce has returned to the charge, and his again memorialised the 
Government at least to ensure the most }ressing part of the scheme—the part 
which must be secured now or must be indefinitely postponed. The making 
of a new treaty with China is the time, and the only time for securing the 
right of trading to Esmok. Let this be obtained, and the privilege of the 
right of transit neross Burmah may be negotiated for afterwarits. We 
trust the Chambers of Commerce throughout England, and especially in 


Yorkshire and Lancashire, will not let the chance slip, but will press the 














subject on the attention of the Foreign Secretaryin sucha manner ag will 
compel him to take a more satisfactory course.”’ 


Of the further memorial which the Leeds Chamber sent up 
to our rulers we are able to give the substance ; and we do so 
in the earnest hope that its thus extended circulation will cause 
our manufacturers and merchants forthwith to give their hearty 
adhesion, and active assistance, to this movement for the open- 
ing to them of Western China by that route alone by which 
its rich and populous provinces can be reached, and through 
that port which this age of railways has made their nearest and 
natural ocean inlet and outlet :— 


“To the Right Hon. Lord John Russell, M.P., her Majesty's Secretary 
of State, Foreign De;artment. 
“The Memorial of the Council of the Leeds Chamber of Commerce, 
through their President,

“That your Memorialists, nevertheless, desire to express to your Lord- 
ship the great importance they attach to any arrangements that may be 
horeaf‘er entered into by H.M."s Goverument, whereby the commercial city 
of Lsmok, on the extreme souch western frontier of Uh‘na, in the Province of 
Yunnan, and <djoining the Kingdom of Burmah, may be included in the 
number of free towns and ports of the Chinese Em:ire, 

“That your Memorialists are credibly incormed that the Province of 
Yunnan is extensive, fertile, and thickly ;eopled ; that it abounds with 
citiesand towns which are connected tegether in all directions, and with the 
cities of the adjoining provinces of the Empire, by high roads, navigable 
rivers, lakes, and canals; and that the Province of Szechuen, north of 
Yunnan, is the largest, most populous, and most proiu-tive of the eighteen 
provinces of the Empire ; yielding, w'th Yunnan, large quantities of various 
rich commercial products, suited to and needed in our home markets ; including 
teas, silk, the precious metals, &c. 

“That your Memorialists desire resp ctfully to impress upon your Lord: 
ship, and upon her Majesty's Ministers generally, that manifold and grest 
alvantazes must eventually result to British indus:ry and enterprise, if such 
@ field is opened to them in the manner indicated, 

«And your Menorialists, therefore, pray of your Lordship, and of her 
Majesty's Ministers collectively, that, in whatever negotiations may be en« 
tered upon with the Government of China on the termination of the present 
rupture wich it, the said frontier c'ty of Esmok, in south-western China, may 
be thereby constituted open and free to Brit’sh trade, 

“ And your Memorialists will always pray. 

“ Signed, on behalf of the Council 
“ Of the Chamber of Commerce of Leeds. 
“ Dauxzon Lupron, President” 

Let us trust,though we confess we have little hope of it, that 
the routine fixtures, under every ministry, of the executive de- 
partments in Downing-strect to whom it is too commonly left 
by their chiefs to “dispose of” such matters, may thus be 
shamed into taking steps to realise what the Memorialists so 
clearly show to be for the national good. It is, indeed, a noble 
opportunityto our Ministers to atone, in some degree, for their too- 
muuch aud too-long wrong doing aloug the sea-coast of Eastern 
China, from Cauton to the Peiho; aud will prove a beiter check 
on the designs of Russia in that quarter of the world than can 
even our temporary occupation of Peking as conqucrors, or than 
did our ill-advised and costly wars with Affghanistan and with 
Persia, to appease the jealous feelings of our Forcign-oftice to- 
wards Russian progress in the Far East. 


































Since the foregoing has been in type, we have learnt that our 
fears have been realised, Mr. Hammond, of the Foreign- 
office, having answered the above memorial, stating that — 

“It appears, however, to his lordship that much inconvenience might arise 
from introducing into any fresh nego:iation with China, at the present time, 
so novel a question, as far as this country is concerned, as that of access to & 
city on the westem frontier of the Chinese empire ; und that eren ia the 
improbable case of the Chinese Government acqui seing in a proposal to 
that cffect, the opening of Esmok to Brtish trade would be more likely to 
have a prejudicial effect than otherwise on the relations between the two 
countries, For it would be impossible to afford adequite protection to Bri- 
tish trade at so inland a city, or to exercise due control over British subjects ; 
while redress for any wrong done in that remote quarter could, in all prow 
babiliiy, only be obtained by applying pressure at places wore accessible, and 
20 placing in jeopardy the more important interests of British trade on the 
sea board of China.” 


To this string of idle objections on the part of the Foreign. 
Sceretary—for a tenable reason is not aurong them, at a time 
when he is an active party to a profuse expenditure of the 
national treasure aud of the lives of our “gallant sailors and 
soldiers to force a resident Minister on the Chinese Court, to 
force the opening of the lower Ycang-tze river, and to force 
the opening of ports which aro close to Peking, we shall fully 
reply in our next number. Here we will only add that it

Wo are always desirous of treating works of this description 
with indulgence. We are well aware that great care and patience, 
and a very considerable amount of talent, are almost invariably 
expended upon the compilation ; that it is no casy matter to 
obtain strictly correct information upon points of detail, and 
that be the profit on a work of reference what it may, the har- 
vest in literary reputation is always a scanty one. We are sorry 
to be compelled to set aside these considerations altogether in 
noticing the book before us. ‘Two words characterise it—it is 
a “blind guide.” As far as we are able to judge, the errors 
seem to be distributed with tolerable fairness over the whole of 
the work ; but leaving to other critics the information referring 
to Egypt to India, and to Australia, we confine ourselves to 
that which relates to China, We take a few blunders almost at 
hazard, neither our space nor our patience almits of our 
giving a complete list. The tables of the exchanges are inac- 
curate ; the list of consuls is incomplete and incorrect. Of 
the newspapers the oldest, the Zong Nong Register, is not 
mentioned. The population list, which might have been com- 
piled from our newspaper file, is inaccurate. Of the actual bank- 
ing establishments in Hong Kong. no mention is made; those 
gentlemen on whom” Mr, Albert Smith had letters of ercdit 
reign in their stead.” Many of our readers will be amused 
to learn that “on landing in all parts of China, except Her 
Majesty's dominions, half a Spanish dollar (2s.) must be paid 
by each person to the Mandarin ;” that the only place of 
amusement in Hong Kong is the bowling-green; and that 
A. Dixon, Esq., is “the recorder.” By-the-bye, this gentleman, 
as ageut for Bradshaw's Guides, should at least have supplicd 
correct information concerning himself, We have mentioned 
only a few of the errors with which a cursory glance at the 
pages has mado us acquainted, but our readers will doubtless 
‘deem them sufficient, and, in truth, we are weary of our task. 
If the publishers are unable to make this book in reality what 
it professes to be—a guide—we recommend them, for the sake 
of their own repute, to discontinue its annual publication.

(To the Editor of The London and China Telegrap') 

Sin—As a late resident in China my impressions on our pre- 
sont relations with that country are these :— 

If China will really be opened—and this is to be the lust 
war, instead of only the third—we may be satisfied. 
Bat I doubt it, so long as half measures prevail. 
Asiatics are intensely suspicious, and nothing but a 
steady, unflinching posture will lead them to deal 
honestly. As long as we make war in the north ov in the 
south, and act as if at peace everywhere clse, 


















we shall not 
succeed. The acts of war should be universal and ultaneous, 
if possible. And when the Chinese are brought io terms sub- 
stantial guarantees must be required for their behaviour, © In- 
ternational law is beyond the orbit of their intelligence, and 
European diplomacy a myth to them as it is, alas! too often to 
ourselves. We want to establish or extend cormmercial reja- 
tions with them upon just and reasonable principles to our 
mutual advantage. It has been said that the Empire is totter- 
ing to its fall; we should therefore abstain from weakening its 
influence over its people. But is this the policy of European 
States? Docs Naples meet with this kind of sympathy? And 
such dungeons as were disclosed during the civil wars in the 
Kingdom of the Two Sicilics may be found in cfiect the same 
in the Far East ; only their distance from the civilisation of the 
West, hides much of the abomination which is practised by Chi- 
nese officials. But the danger of breaking up the Empire is 
not so imminent; the people of China, with the exception of 
the fanatics who have almost depopulated whole provinces, are 
but slow in revolutionary movements, and the presence of a 
European army asan ally to the Chinese Emperor would be an 
effectual sedative to such feelings, even if they were entertained, 
Let all alarm on this score be dismissed, and a vigorous policy be 
adopted. While rashness, such as that of Admiral Hope, in the 
Peiho, last year, is to be avoided, delay is to the Chinese a mark 
of weakness, and will be well improved by them. Above all, 
no evasive replies or mock apologies should be received,

Monetary and Commercial. 


It is gratifying to perceive that Government are willing to 
acknowledge the services of the mercantile marine. The British 
Consul at Bankok lately informed our Government of the ser- 
vices rendered by Captain MacMillan, of the British steamer 
Sir James Brooke, belonging to “The Borneo Company, Li- 
mited,” in rescuing the captain and crew of the Hamburg 
barque Helene from the hands of the Cochin-Chinese, It 
appears the vessel was bound from Saigon to Hong Kong, and 
on the 28th of June struck on a rock a few miles to the east- 
ward of the Britto Shoal, on the coast of Cochin-China, and 
became a wreck in a few minutes. Part of the crew found 
shelter in a junk anchored off the coast, from which the captain 
of the Sir James Brooke rescued them just in time to save them 
from becoming victims to the Cochin-Chinese, who offer head- 
money for all Frenchmen, and are not very correct in making 
out the difference between one European and another. The 
following is an extract from the letter of the Secretary of the 
Committee of Privy Council for Trade, addressed to Captain 
MacMillan :-— 

“ My Lords desire me to express to you their sense of the humane services 
you hare rendered to the unfortunate persons in question, and to state that 
they have forwarded a report to the Secretary of Sate for Foreign Affairs, 
who will, in all probability, bring the same to the notice of the Hanseatic 
Minister.” 

The Queen Victoria, one of the screw stcamers intended to 
convey the Rangoon and Singapore cable, has been lengthened, 
and will be shortly ready to take on board her portion of the 
cable, which will be 1,300 miles in all, The remaining portion 
will be conveyed in two screw steamers, building specially for 
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the purpose, by Messrs, Palmer, of Newcastle, which will, it is 
expected, be ready in November. The rumours in reference to 
a stoppage in tho laying of this line, in consequence of the 
inoperative condition of tho Red Sea Cable, are incorrect ; the 
vessels will all be despatched in November by the contractors, 
Messrs. Glass, Elliot, and Co., under the supervision of the Go- 
yernment engincers, Messrs. Lionel Gisborne and Ford. ~ 

In consequence of the legal proceedings instituted by 
Messrs. R. S. Newall and Co. the contractors, against the Red 
Sea Telegraph Company, the under running of the cable has 
ceased, and the steamer Jmperador is now on her way home. 
We have reason to believe that theso differences will shortly 
terminate, and that the operations for repairing the cable will 
soon be resumed. The earliest period, however, which the 
cable could be put in working order must be six months 
from the present time. 

The Comptoir d’ Escompte (the National Discount Company of 
Paris) is about to establish a branch at Shanghai. This com- 
pany is the largest discount establishment in France (the Bank 
of France only execpted), but an Englishman acquainted with 
its resources is surprised to hear of its undertaking operations 
at such a distance. On the 31st August last its capital was 
£3,314,960. We may test this by comparing it with the 
funds of Lombard-street. The Governor of the Bank stated 
before the committee of 1858—“ We knew that one broker 
had five millions of deposits, and we were led to belicvo that 
another had between cight and ten millions, There was one 
with four, another with three and a-half, and a third above 
eight.” It would certainly appear that the Comptoir d’Escompte 
ought to have full scope for all its available means nearer than 
Shanghai. It is true that it is to add £300,000 to its capital ; 
but how insignificant. - 

Two lines of land telegraph from the Atlantic to California 
are now in rapid progress. The most northerly, which passes 
through Kansas and Nebraska, is expected to be so far com- 
pleted in November that the remaining gap will be only about 
1,000 miles. The other, which proceeds southward through 
Missouri and Arkansas, is also considerably advanced, and pre- 
vious to its entire completion the breaks will be filled by a 
pony express, It is thought that before the end of next 
year one, if not both, of the lincs will be in perfect operation. 
Tf at that time we are without a submarine connection with the 
East, we may then look for our speediest China news to arrive 
occasionally via New York.
